Attack on Evangelism; Gets 


Ready to Go Broke

Years ago Dr. Lewis Sperry 
Chafer tried to be an evangelist, 
but did not stay in the field long. 
Then, after founding the Dallas 
Theological Seminary, he was pas- 
tor of Scofield Memorial Church 
there. Under his leadership the 
church dried up, few souls were 
saved, and pressure in the church 
compelled him to surrender the 
pastorate. 

Dr. Chafer was a wonderfully 
good man, wrote some good books, 


but he was so largely influenced 
by John Nelson Darby that he 
was a hyper-Calvinist and an ul- 
tradispensationalist, and this view- 
point made it impossible for him 
to have much success as a soul 
winner. 

Dr. Chafer years ago wrote a 
book which is a vicious attack 
on evangelists and evangelism. It 
is called True Evangelism. In it he 
particularly attacked both the 
methods and message of Dr. R. A. 
Torrey and J. Wilbur Chapman, 
and other great soul winners. He 
told me in a letter that these, a- 
mong others, were the men he had 
in mind, His book says that evan- 
gelists themselves are “a false 
force in evangelism.” He says e- 
vangelists should never preach a- 
gainst sin. He says evangelists 
should never give a public in- 
vitation to accept Christ. He says 
the reason they did so was to 
make a big show in numbers and 
get more money. The book is un- 
scriptural, hateful, harmful. Dr. 
W. B. Riley opposed Dr. Chafer’s 
Anti-evangelistic teaching strong- 
ly. Evangelist John Brown: years 
ago opposed it publicly. The book 
was banned in the Philadelphia 


years ago some 45 soul winners, 
including the chief evangelists of 
our day, at Winona Lake, sign- 
ed an earnest and humble petition, 
begging Moody Press to discon- 
tinue the publication of the book. 
I offered to buy up the stock 
and the plates if they would dis- 
continue the book. The petition 
was. ignored. We could not even 
get a review by administration of- 
ficials at Moody Institute. One 
evangelist was bought off by being 
put on the Founder’s Week pro- 
gram at Moody, and renounced his 


opposition to the book. Others 
were given special publicity. 
Pressure was brought and the

Moody Press, brought out a new 
edition of True Evangelism and 
boasted that they would continue 
to sell it as long as money was 
to be made from ft.

Four Publishing Houses 
Down, One to Go! 


This book, Trwe Hvangelism, has 
the curse of God on it. First it 
was published by an independent 
publisher. He lost money and drop- 
ped it out of print. Then Sunday 
School Times published it. Then 
they let it lapse out of print, found 
it unprofitable. Then Moody Press 
published it and advertised it very 
widely as a “revolutionary book’”’ 
which evangelists needed! The 
hand of God was heavy on Moody 
Institute and Moody Press. So aft- 
er valiantly fighting for it, they 
disposed of the book and others 
by Dr. Chafer. It was taken over 
by Van Kampen Press in Whea- 
ton. Van Kampen Press ran a 
few years, lost tens of thousands 
of dollars, and went out of busi- 
ness. 

Now Dunham Publishing Com- 
pany in Findlay, Ohio, has taken 
over Dr. Chafer’s books, and is 
putting out this wicked, slander- 
ous attack on evangelism. It is 
unscriptural, heretical, false in 
doctrine. It slanders the best soul 
winners God has ever had in A- 
merica, including Billy Graham, 
Merv Rosell, Jack Shuler, Bob 
Jones, Hyman Appelman, and oth- 
ers. Not that these men are nam- 
ed but their kind of “work, their 
kind of preaching, their methods 
are described and the most wick- 
ed motives are ascribed to such 
men. 

The curse of God is on this 
book.

This Arkansas prisoner wrote as 
follows: 


Dear Mr. John R. Rice: 


This month is letter writing 
month for THE Sworp or THE LORD. 
I cannot say that your most won- 
derful paper has brought me to 
the Lord. But since I have read it. 
and read your article stating you 
would like to hear from all your 
subscribers, I am going to tell 
you my story on how your paper 
helps me. 

Mr. John Livingston, Pastor of 
the Church of the Open Door in 
Little Rock, Arkansas, wrote to 
you and got this magazine for me. 


First of all, I want you to know 
that I am real proud that the 
honor has been bestowed on me to 
have the privilege of writing such 
a wonderful soul-saving man like 
you. 

Second, I am in the Arkansas 
State Prison doing 21 years for 
armed robbery. Yes, I am a con- 
vict. 

Third, I want you to know I am 
not trying to put the con on you, 
make you feel sorry for me, or 
anything, And, fourth, I am a very 
poor writer and make many mis- 
takes. I hope you will forgive me 
for the many mistakes you will 
find in this letter. And last, what- 
ever I say I am sincere. I have 
accepted Jesus Christ as my per- 
sonal Saviour and I have become 
so deeply in love with Jesus that 
I wish everyone else would see 
Him as I do. 


My story starts in a jail house 
in Little Rock, Arkansas. I was 
there awaiting trial, and I hated 
the whole world and every thing 
about it. I figured I had complete- 
ly destroyed my life, Then a min- 
ister came to see me. His name 
is Rev. Holland, pastor of Hender- 
son Methodist church, in Little 
Rock. He asked me why didn’t 
I accept GOd as my personal Sav- 
iour. I said, “Sir, you’re just a lit- 
tle too late. I’m beyond help.” But 
he wouldn't give up, Then it hap- 
pened; before I knew it I was sav- 
ed. Baptized there in jail, and my- 
self praying. I don’t believe I have 
ever felt that good in my life. But 
even though I was saved I had lots 
to learn. And your paper has been 
so fine and wonderful that I could 
thank you a million times and 
never be able to show my deep- 
est appreciation. 

Many times people have con- 
demned me because I carry my Bi- 
ble with me at all times. They 
can’t understand why I didn’t do 
all this when I was outside, You 
see my home was broken up when 
I was only a few months old. 
I never knew nothing but stealing 
what I wanted, and no one car- 
ed enough to stop me. But I’ve 
got everyone fooled. They think 
I have a Bible in one hand, a 38 
in the other, but I have Jesus in 
that other hand just leading me 
along. I know He'll open those 
gates for me.

Nancing at Forman 
University 


Furman University, Greenville, 
South Carolina, is a Southern Bap- 
tist school, supported through the 
Co-operative Program in South 
Carolina. For several years now 
there has been a very serious con- 
troversy among South Carolina 
Baptists over dancing and over 
drinking in fraternity houses, and 
over fraternities themselves. Sev- 
eral county-wide associations pas- 
sedi resolutions urging that fra- 
ternities be discontinued and that 
dances be prohibited, so last Nov- 
ember 16, according to the Green- 
ville News, ‘“‘the South Carolina 
Baptist Convention today asked 
the Furman University trustees 
to abolish Greek letter social 
fraternities on the campus.” There 
had been a great deal of pressure 
on the question of dancing here- 
tofore. and now it seemed that 
there was no way to stop danc- 
ing and some excesses without 
abolishing the fraternities,

N a Tel-Aviv coffee shop I sat bare- 

headed, reading my New Testament. 
Suddenly the skull-capped orthodox Jew 
opposite me, not knowing it was the 
New Testament I was reading, burst 
out, “How dare you read the Holy Writ 
with uncovered head? Don’t you know 
that this is forbidden?” 


Startled when I challenged him to 
show me a commandment to support 
his position, he admitted that there was 
no Biblical injunction against my in- 
fringement of custom. 


We started a lively conversation, 
whilé I prayed inwardly. My new ac- 
quaintance introduced himself as Dr.—, 
in charge of the religious education of 
Israeli youth, 


Tactfully, I explained that I belonged 
to a society made up mostly of Gentiles, 
who, motivated by their faith in the 
Lord Jesus Christ, love the Jews, pray 
for them and endeavor to help them 
spiritually and materially—a _ society 
called THE FRIENDS OF ISRAEL. 


, The young doctor was impressed with 
Gentiles who have sympathy for Jews— 
but when he discovered that I, a Jew, 
also believed in Jesus as Messiah, he 
shouted at me, “Hamor!” (You Ass!) 


His insult attracted a crowd of inter- 
ested Jews, and before them all, I 
spoke of Balaam, whose life was saved 
by an ass. Then I quoted Isaiah, “The 
ox knoweth his owner, and the ass his 
master’s crib: but Israel doth not know, 
my people doth net consider.” 


“Now, my dear sir, my faith in the 
true King of Israel, seems to be foolish 
in your eyes—the braying of an ass. 
But as for me, the crucified Messiah is 
the power of God unto salvation. Search 
the Scriptures for yourself. Our proph- 
ets speak of Him, the pierced One... 
A man named Saul went to look for an 
ass, and found a kingdom. You too 
may find a kingdom through the bray- 
ing of this ‘foolish ass.’ This kingdom 
is the kingdom of God, and its gates 
are open to all who believe in its King, 
Jesus the Messiah.” 


By now the waiters in the coffee shop 
were courteously trying to disperse the 
crowd which had gathered around our 
table. One by one the people went away 
thoughtfully. From my heart went out 
thanksgiving and a prayer that His 
Word may not have fallen upon deaf 
ears.

and thou shalt be saved.” Nowhere 
does the Scripture say, “Whoso- 
ever shall call upon the Name 
of the Lord, and have some kind 
of emotional feeling, shall be sav- 
ed.”’ The Scriptures set forth a 
promise of salvation in a clear, 
factual, and logical manner and 
teach that salvation is the result 
of the intelligent acceptance of 
Jesus Christ as Saviour and Lord, 
and this acceptance is supposed 
to be made on the basis of the 
evidence offered. 

When Jesus walked the earth 
He performed many wonders and 
miracles to prove that He was the 
Christ of the living God. The evi- 
dence of those wonders and mir- 
acles wrought by the Lord Jesus 
is preserved for us to our day and 
time and in the Book that we call 
the New Testament. Abundant evi- 
dence is given in that volume of 
the power of Jesus Christ to save. 


For more than nineteen centur- 
lies men have been entering into 
everlasting life upon the simple 
condition that they openly and 
publicly confess Christ as _ their 
Redeemer and Lord. In our day 
there walk on all of the streets 
of our cities in America an in- 
numerable company of born-again 
people who are living evidence of 
the fact that Jesus Christ does 
save. Some of these people have 
been what we call “down and 
outs”: some of them have been 
victims of sin, of uncleanness and 
all manner of evil living, yet when 
they simply accepted Christ as 
their Saviour and _ surrendered 
their lives to Him as Master and 
Lord, the trafisforming grace of 
Jesus Christ came into their 
hearts and they were born again. 

Now this kind of evidence is all 
that a reasonable man should ex- 
pect. When people say to me, “I 
won't accept Christ now because I 
have no feeling,” I want to ask 


‘them, “‘What kind of a feeling are 


you waiting for? How will you 
recognize this feeling when it 
comes? Is there some peculiar 
kind of a_skin-prickling sensa- 
tion that tells you it is time to 
be saved?” That is not according 
to the Scriptures, 


Let us look at the tenth chapter 
of Romans and see that this is 
entirely a matter of reason and 
intelligence, and an acceptance of 
the promise of God for salvation. 
Beginning with the 8th verse, we 
read, ‘““The word is nigh thee, even 
in thy mouth, and in thy heart: 
that is, the word of faith, which 
we preach; That if thou shalt con- 
fess with thy mouth the Lord Je- 
sus and shalt believe in thine 
heart that God hath raised him 
from the dead, thou shalt be sav- 
ed. For with the heart man be- 
lieveth unto righteousness; and 
with the mouth confession is made 
unto salvation. For the scripture 
saith, Whosoever believeth on him 
shalt not be ashamed. For there 
is no difference between the Jew 
and the Greek: for the same Lord 
over all is rich unto all that call 
upon him. For whosoever shall 
call upon the name of the Lord 
shall be saved.” 

New, friend, where in that para- 
graph do you find any room for 
feeling, or any requirement or de- 
mand for emotion? That passage 
plainly states that there are two 
things a person has to believe to 
be a Christian, and only one thing 
he has to do. You must believe 
thoroughly in your heart that Je- 
sus Christ-was the Son of God, 
and then you must believe that He 
died, and rose again from the 
dead to save sinners. Believing 
that, you are now a candidate for 
Salvation, and your salvation be- 
comes implemented when you con- 
fess with your mouth Jesus as 
Lord, and surrender your life to 
him by that public confession. 
That is why our Lord said, ““Who- 
soever ... Shall confess me before 
men, him will I confess also be- 
fore my Father which is in hea- 
ven” (Matt. 10:32, 33), In that 
promise there is no demand of a 
feeling, no emotional excitement, 
only a reasoned basis for belief. 
Then the warning follows in the 
next verse, “But whosoever shall 
deny me before men, him will I 
also deny before my Father 
which is in heaven.” 

Now the Scripture is very plain 
and clear on this matter, and it 
is climaxed in II Corinthians 5:17, 
“Wherefore if any man be in 
Christ, he is a new creation: old 
things are passed away; behold, all 
things are in the process of being 
made new.”

Readers will understand that 
this is a Southern Baptist school. 

Please notice that this ministeri- 
al student says, “Here on the Uni- 
versity of Richmond Campus there 
is dancing and drinking . ” ax 
there is drinking on the campus, 
it may not be with the University’s 
approval. But if there is regular 
dancing on the campus, it is a 
social affair either promoted or 
allowed by University authorities. 

Now it is my feeling that people 
who want to give their money to 
support that kind of thing may 
do so, and those who do not want 
to support that kind of thing 
ought not to be criticized if they 
insist’ on designating money only 
to sound causes that a Christian 
can conscientiously support. 

Now read the first seven para- 
graphs of Brother Ellis’ letter. 


“T am a senior ministerial stu- 
dent at the University of Rich- 
mond and have been accepted for 
admission to Southeastern Baptist 


Seminary in Wake Forest, North 
Carolina. 
“T have received several issues 


of your newspaper as a gift. Some 
of the articles have been very en- 
joyable to me but others have puz- 
zlied me. 

“If your newspaper is supposed 
to love the Lord, why do you 
print only one side of a question? 

“Why do you write in an article 
condemning the Co-operative Pro- 
gram of the Southern Baptist a- 
bout schools that are having danc- 
ing on them and just stop there? 

“Here on the University of Rich- 
mond Campus there is dancing 
and drinking and I don’t approve 
of them but also on this campus a 
group of ministerial students and 
young ladies give about two hours 
a week on Fridays to a home of 
people who are incurable and also

on this campus is a young man 
who directs a Southern Baptist 
church’s visitation to a home for 
delinquent children. Each after- 
noon devotions are held and also 
on Thursday nights. Each year a 
Religious Emphasis Week is held. 
On our campus the Baptist Stu- 
dent Union supplies helpers at the 
Baptist Goodwill Centers in Rich- 
mond. There is a fraternity here 
composed of ministerial students 
who take up several week ends a 
month conducting revival services 
and helping out in churches. 

‘Because of the Co-operative 
Program ministerial students get 
free tuition which amounts to $150 
per year. 

“I believe that there are similar 
things going on all over the South- 
land and I believe that our Bap- 
tist Campuses will get better 
when people stop criticizing them 
and start praying for them.’ 

In the closing paragraph Broth- 
er Ellis tells why he does not like 
THE SWORD OF THE LORD and this 
editor. But that is not’ news since 
many readers have heard this 
same thing elsewhere. But min- 
isterial students in Southern Bap- 
tist schools know when dancing 
and drinking go on on the campus, 
and they know the public dancing 
can be controlled and any impor- 
tant degree of drinking can be 
controlled if the administration 
means business. 


Many readers are Southern Bap- 
tists. Is this what you Southern 
Baptists want to support in~your 
co-operative program? 

We are glad that there are some 
good ministerial students in the 
University of Richmond, We are 
sorry to hear that many of them 
are planning to attend Southeas- 
tern Baptist Seminary in Wake 
Forest, North Carolina. But these 
ministerial students who receive 
tuition are now more or less bound 
to support the co-operative pro- 
gram. 

Incidentally, one may go to 
nearly any state university or 
secular university in the country 
and find some dancing and drink- 
ing and some earnest Christians. 
One does not have to spend God’s 
money to support that kind of a 
university. And if a Baptist uni- 
versity is not essentially different 
from a secular university, then 
why spend God’s money on it? 
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~“I want to make a proposition to 
all of you Christians who read 
this statement. Won’t you just 
bow your heads and ask God if 
He:would have you invest some 
money in the work of Bob Jones 
University? If you feel He would 
have you do it, then ask Him to 
direct you in the amount He would 
have you to invest. I do not want 
you to send one cent to help us 
with the work of the institution 


unless God wants you to do it. 
Bob Jones University has been 


dedicated to the Lord, and we are 
running it for Him. He has been 
good to us. In the next few weeks, 
Wwe need as much help as we can 
get. We are finishing the construc- 
tion of two new buildings; and 
they have cost’ a great deal of 
money, but we needed the build- 
ings. Remember, one-half of what- 
ever amount you are led to send 
will go for the building program 
and one-fourth for the missionary 
work we are doing and one-fourth 
for the Student Help Fund. 

Oh, yes, here is another thing: 
When you write us, if you know 
some really fine young person who 
can be trained for Christian lead- 
ership, you might send us his or

her name and address; and we w ill 
send this young person literature 
about Bob Jones University. We 
are looking for young people who 
can be trained for Christian lead- 
ership, whether they are to be 
preachers, school teachers, busi- 
nessmen and women, housewives, 
farmers,.or whatever God may call 
them to be. We teach our students 
that life is not divided into the 
secular and the sacred and that for 
a Christian everything is sacred 
and all ground is holy ground.

pioneer preacher of America. 
familiarly recognized by his black 
habit, Bible and horse, his pulpit 
was asaddle.

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Shuler Urges Return 
Co ‘Old- Cime’ Faith

evangelist, Dr. Jack Shuler. The 


Evangelist Jack Shuler told a 
crusade crowd in Robinson Audl- 
torium last night that spiritual 
revival will come to America when 
the people repent of the sin of re- 
jecting Christ and get back to the 
old-time faith of their fathers. 

He preached on “Gullible Suck- 
ers and Saboteurs in the Pulpit.” 
His subject tonight at 7:30 will be 
“What's Wrong with God?” 

The Rev. Dave Cline, associate 
pastor of the First Nazarene 
Church, read the Scripture from II 
Timothy 4:1-8, the Apostle Paul’s 
charge to a faithful servant of 
Christ in the time of apostasy. 

Shuler declared the “old-time” 
faith of the Gospel is under at- 
tacks in pulpits all over the na- 
tion. He said modernism denies 
the inspiration of the Scriptures, 
the deity of Jesus Christ, the vir- 
gin birth, the  substitutionary 
atonement, justification by faith, 
and the second coming of Jesus 
Christ. 

“Modernists of today, like the 
Judaizers of Paul’s day, say ‘Go 
to church, obey the command- 
ments, and by your good works 
create a little Heaven on earth. 
Through good works we will be 
saved.’ 

“Paul, the apostle of Christ, 
said, ‘Not by works of righteous- 
ness which we have done, but ac- 
cording to his mercy he saved ‘us, 
by the washing of regeneration 
and the renewing of the Holy 
Ghost.’ Paul said also, “Though we 
or an angel -from heaven, preach 
any other gospel unto you let him 
be accursed.’ ”’ 

Shuler traced the rationalism 
that is in the pulpit today to Ger- 
many. He said it was borrowed 
from German philosophers when 
men went abroad before the first 
world war to study for doctor’s 
degrees in theology. 

“They (the philosophers) want- 
ed a human explanation of sacred 
things,” he said. “They taught the 
Bible was partially inspired, that} 
it contained the Word of God, 
but was a book like Shakespeare. 
They gave a material explana- 
tion of the miracles. They began 
to trample over every sacred doc- 
trine. They said the virgin birth 
was biologically impossible, that 
every man has a spark of divinity 
in him and is a son of God. 

“They taught if people joined 
the church and lived up to those 
philosophies they would have a 
nation of supermen. That philo- 
sophy gave rise to Nazism. They 
say, ‘We don’t need God. We, as 
supermen with a spark of divinity 
in us, will rule God off His throne.’ 

“Communists have taken up 
that belief, They call themselves 
supermen, They say that they are 
superior people. They propose to 
conquer the world and bring it 
under the rule of supermen. They 
say, ‘Every man is a little god, 
live for one another, and do good, 
and we will have a Heaven on 
earth.’ There is no need for re- 
demption, the new birth, justifi- 
cation, or the blood atonement, 
according to that philosophy.” 

The evangelist declared, ‘““The re- 
suit of such betrayal of the faith 
‘once delivered to the fathers’ is 
more crime, more divorce, and 
more gambling than ever in his- 
tory.” 

“It is popular to be a Christian,” 
he declared, “God has made the 
hit parade. Hymns are sung in 
taverns and they trip the light 
fantastic to songs written about 
God. Even Hollywood has cashed 
in on religious moving pictures.” 


He declared that when the 
verities of the Christian faith are 
taken out of the Gospel of Christ 
the heart of the message is taken 
out and only a shell is left to pre- 
sent to the people. 


“The Gospel without a heart 
cannot save,” he declared. “Amer- 
ica must repent and accept Jesus 
Christ as the Son of God. A real 
revival always turns sinners from 
their sins, puts down Satan, exalts 
Christ, and brings righteousness 
to the nation. 


mart tor Jesus Christ gave us our 


message. He said it would not be 
popular, He told His disciples, 
‘They will insult you and spit in 
your face, but this is my mes- 
sage.’ It is suitable for any nation 
and people. 


“Jesus, the only begotten Son of 
God, lives at the right hand of 
the Father and intercedes and 
empowers Christians to do His 
will, He prays for sinners to be 
saved.

“The Lord 
Jesus said, ‘Whosoever shall con- 
fess me before men, him will I 
confess before my Father in heav- 
en; but whosoever shall deny me 
before men, him will I also deny 
before my Father.’ ”

True, he wrote with a pen but he often wrote with a ramer. 


John L. Lewis had nothing on George C. Rankin by way 
of shaggy eyebrows. Nor does Lewis boast more tenacity than 
characterized Rankin. Lewis has proven that he can stand against 
the President and win. But Rankin went him one better. He stood 
against the combined liquor forces of America and won. I was there 
when he did it. 

I was associate editor of The Home and State, of which Dr. 
Rankin was the editor, when that old tiger of the Methodist church 
decided to expose one of the most gigantic programs of corruption and 
debauch ever attempted. Governors and legislators were being openly 
bought and controlled. The United States Congress felt the poison 
flow. Millions of dollars of liquor money were going into elections. 
Then George Rankin struck. He struck like a copperhead rather 
than like a rattlesnake. He struck to kill and he gave no warning. 

I remember when Dr. Rankin sent me a ticket and asked 
me to come to Dallas, Texas, for a conference. He turned over to me 
and to a young lawyer named Keeling, (then Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral), the task of getting together the evidence for publication. It was 
one of the most thrilling assignments of my life. The evidence we got 
together filled almost two hundred pages of a special edition of The 
Home and State. When it came off the press, it was the greatest 
political explosion that the liquor traffic had ever known. 

The exposure caused the state of Texas to prosecute the 
iiquor combines that were guilty of wholesale corruption of law 
makers and public officials in general. Texas was the center of the 
mess. When the smoke cleared, fines amounting to millions of dol- 
lars were collected, men went to prison, public officials were defeated 
and retired in shame and disgrace and the deadly hold of the liquor 
forces was shattered. 7 

Yet George C. Rankin was as tender and gentle as a mother 
with her firstborn, when hearts needed sympathy and his brother 
man called for help. I have seen him in the heat of a local option 
election, debating on the side of sobriety and righteousness, stand like 
a shaggy lion and literaliy gnash at his opponent. I have seen him sit 
on the platform waiting for his time to come. His teeth would be set, 
his rugged face would literally challenge the audience. He was mad. I 
mean it. He was “mad clean through.” He was indignant. He hated 
the liquor traffic. You could see it in his gray eyes, blazing deep 
within their sockets. When he arose, a human cyclone was in action 
before you. Yet I have seen this same man preach an audience to tears 
and melt hard men with his tender entreaty. 

Those were the days before pacifism was known in Methodism. 
Methodist preachers were soldiers. They were warriors bold. They 
were uncompromising champions of righteousness and truth. They 
would have rather died in boiling oil than to have compromised with 
the evils of their times. And George C. Rankin led the van in Texas. 
For years, he was the editor of the Texas Christian Advocate, the Con- 
ference publication that boasted the largest circulation of any Con- 
ference Advocate within all Methodism. At one time, his paper ap- 
proached closely the circulation of the general organ of the entire 
churen., He struck out with both hands and no man ever knew him 
to pull his punches. 

George C. Rankin feught the vices of his day and he did 
more. He fought modernism, German higher criticism, every form 
of infidelity, whether within the church or out. He often warned 
Methodism of the false teachings that were creeping into her schools. 
‘fe wrote about bishops just as he wrote about other men. He res- 
pected manhood and character in men of little position and of great 
renown. He despised sham and veneer, it mattered not whether 


he found such unworthiness in a circuit rider or in a connectional 
official. 


I saw a letter which a bishop had written Rankin, soundly | 


upbraiding him for certain editorials. I also saw a copy of Rankin’s re- 
ly. In it was this line: “Brother, when you're right, you’re a great 
man, but when you are deliberately and knowingly wrong, as you are 
iow, you shrink to pitiful proportions.” That was the philosophy of 
George C. Rankin, bluntly stated. He feared no man. 

Dr. Rankin knew that he would not fit into the Methodist 
seclesiastical machinery. Once his friends talked with him seriously 
‘bout permitting them to offer his name for the episcopacy. He pro- 
‘ested and finally refused. Few bishops could outpreach him. I doubt 
‘{ any could write as Rankin wrote. But he was not fitted for the 


~piscopal office anl he knew it. He was too rugged, too positive, | 


too militant,

And that passage, as we 
are plainly told in Acts 4:25-27, 
foretold the combine of the peo- 
ple and the rulers in the cruci- 
fixion of the Saviour and in the 
fight against His apostles. 

But modernists who carry on a 
tremendous fight against Dr. Billy 
Graham do it, we may be sure, 
because they are against the 
Christ of the New Testament, a- 
gainst the historic Christian Gos- 
pel preached with power by Dr. 
Graham. It is only as a preacher 
of the Christ of the Bible, a 
preacher of the historic Christian 
Gospel that Dr. Graham is at- 
tacked by modernists. 

A Methodist churchman in Eng- 
land. protested that Billy Graham's 
theology was “forty years out of 
date,” and that the new con- 
verts would need to be “theologi- 
cally re-educated.” It was the his- 
toric Christian faith Billy Graham 
preached to which the modernist 
objected, 

In Scotland, Dr. Sir George 
MacLeod, the modernist and soc- 
lalist who tried so hard to pre- 
vent Dr. Graham’s being invited to 
Scotland for the All-Scotland Cru- 
sade, publicly attacked Dr. Gra- 
ham for his fundamentalism. He 
said, “The fundamentalism of Dr. 
Graham ill-accords with the work 
the Church has done these fifty 
years in relationship with science.” 

The Archbishop of York, in his 
recent article on “The Menace of 
Fundamentalism,” is against the 
Christ and the Gospel of the Bible 
in assailing Dr. Graham. 


The Christian Century on Sept. 
21, 1955, editorially opposed the 
coming of Dr. Billy Graham to 
New York in 1957. They object- 
ed to “identifying Protestant 
Christianity with Billy Graham’s 
limited objectives and his dubious 
presuppositions.””’ They wanted a 
social. gospel instead of the Gos- 
pel of salvation by the blood of 
Christ. They did: not want a Gos- 
pel preached which would leave 
unconverted modernists outside 
the pale as unconverted sinners, 
which they are. 

The editorial in the Methodist 
Christian Advocate last August 
opposed him as a fundamentalist, 
an out-and-out Bible preacher, a 
preacher of the historic Christian 
faith and the historic Christian 
Gospel. 

But the fight grows sharper and 
there are new attacks by modern- 


ists. 


“The London Times” Pub- 
lishes a Series About Dr. 
Billy Graham Called “Fun- 
damentalism—a Religious 

Problem” 

We have just received a pamph- 
let published by The London Times 
of London, England, containing 17 
letters to the editor and a leading 
article, all about the fundamental- 
ism of Dr. Billy Graham, A great 
many people wrote The London 
Times, protesting against the in- 
vitation to Billy Graham to preach 
in Cambridge University last fall,

since he is “a fundamentalist.” 
Others defended him. Among those 
who wrote The Times in Au- 
gust were four bishops: the Bishop 
of Durham, the Bishop of Ply- 
mouth, the Bishop of South- 
well, and Bishop Jones: also 
Sir Lawrence Jones, professor in 
Cambridge University, and other 
officials in the Church of England. 
Canon H. K. Luce, Durham 
wrote: 


ot 


“Sir,—The recent increase of 
fundamentalism among univer- 
sity students cannot but cause 
concern to those whose work 
lies in religious education. No 
branch of education can make 
terms with an outlook which 
ignores the conclusions of mod- 
ern scholarship in that particu- 
lar department of knowledge. 

“In this connection the propo- 
sal that Dr. Graham should con- 
duct a mission to Cambridge 
University raises an issue which 
does not seem to have been 
squarely faced by Christians in 
this country, Universities exist 


for the advancement of learn- 
ing; on what basis, therefore. 
can fundamentalism claim a 


hearing at Cambridge? .. .” 


Immediately the Vicar of Cam- 
bridge University Church and Dr. 
John Burnaby, Regius Professor of 
Divinity, wrote The Times to say 
that a student group had invited 
Dr. Graham, and that neither the 
University nor the Church was 
committed to Dr. Graham's fun- 
damentalist position. They wrote: 


“Sir,—Canon Luce, in his let~ 
ter to-day, questions the wis- 
dom of inviting Dr. Graham, a 
fundamentalist, to address audi- 
ences in Cambridge University. 
For the avoidance of misunder- 
standing we would point out 
that Dr. Graham’s visit is spon- 
sored by an undergraduate body, 
the Cambridge Inter-Collegiate 
Christian Union, The represen- 
tatives of this society, having in- 
vited Dr. Graham to Cambridge, 
asked permission to use the 
University Church—which was 
granted, on certain conditions. 
But this does not mean that 
the University Church endorses 
fundamentalist views. The mis- 
sion is a private venture, and 
does not commit the University, 
or the Church in the Univer- 
sity.” 


But there were answers addres- 
sed to The Times also. Dr. B. F. C. 
Atkinson wrote The Times as fol- 
lows: 

at If you will allow me, 
may I suggest in reply that the 
mistake of modernism is to try 
to force a supernatural reve- 
lation into the mould of natural 
science and scholarship, and that 
the transient mould of present- 
day thought, which is ever 
changing, may in a short time 
be revolutionized? The gospel 
preached by Dr. Graham is in 
accord with true scholarship il- 
lumined by revelation. It origi- 
nates in the New Testament, 
was preached by the early 
Church, by the reformers, and 
by Wesley, and it will still be 
preached when the modernistic 
conceptions of to-day have been 
superseded and discarded.” 
Bishop H. Gresford Jones, of 
Liverpool, wrote The Times: 


“ |... The present situation 
is all part of the age-long bat- 
tle between ‘reason’ and ‘reve- 
lation.’ And in a day in which 
the truths of ‘revelation’ are 
being evaporated and explain- 
ed away on all sides, it is quite 
an enormous relief to thousands 
of us that Pr. Graham stands so 
fearlessly for these primary and 
essential things which modern 
scholarship has done so much 
not to disprove but to confirm,” 


And Lionel Gough wrote The 
Times August 25 that: “ ‘Funda- 
mentalists’ win converts in univer- 
sities largely because they do what 
the apostles did: preach the Gos 
pel. It is as simple as that....” 

We.wish we could quote the 
entire 17 letters. All of them show 
that the issue was clearly drawn 
Dr. Billy Graham is a fundamen- 


talist. He believes the Bible is 


true. He believes that the blood 
of Jesus Christ is the only hope 
of a sinner. He preaches the his- 
toric Christian Gospel in plainness 
and power without wavering.

“Billy Graham is a personable, 
modest and appealing young 
man who has wedded consid- 
erable dramatic and demagogic 
gifts with a rather obscuran- 
tist version of the Christian 
faith. His message is not com- 
pletely irrelevant to the broad- 
er social issues of the day, but 
it approaches irrelevance 

“If Billy Graham were coming 
only to warm the hearts of the 
faithful and to effect a few. gen- 
uine ‘conversions’ among those 
whose lives are confused and dis- 
organized and who are sorely in 
need of a confrontation with the 
living God as revealed in Christ, 
we would not feel apprehensive 
about Billy Graham. But he 
comes with a_ well-organized 
team of publicity experts who 
will use all their talents and his 
to ‘put him across’ on radio and 
television and all the organs of 
mass communications. 


“He will constantly present 
the ‘Christian message’ to an 
entire metropolitan center. This 
is of course a Babylon, whose 
‘sins’ invite the denunciations 
of any ‘prophet.’ But the ques- 
tion is whether the prophet is 
able to discern the real sins of 
such a Bablyon, or to appreci- 
ate the virtues of such a vast 
conglomerate community in 
which all peoples and racial 
stocks live in comparative 
brotherhood 

“The embarrassment of a Gra- 
ham campaign will be height- 
ened by the fact that the Prot- 
estant people are very much 
in a minority in this Babylon. 
The Catholics and Jews out- 
number the Protestants, and 
there are, besides, a great num- 
ber of secularized Jews and gen- 
tiles, who have some vague 
connection with a_ traditional 
faith but who cannot simply be 
put into the category of the 
‘godless’ who must be reclaim- 
ed... Not only will Graham’s 
“rviessage’ be unable to reach 
these people at any significant 
point . . . but the Graham re- 
vival will actually accentuate 
every prejudice which the mod- 
ern ‘enlightened,’ but morally 
sensitive, man may have against 
religion ... 

“Billy Graham will get a few 
thousand ‘decision’ ecards signed. 
There will be a great hullabaloo 
on radio and television. And the 
church will again sink into ‘in- 
nocuous desuetude,’ from which 
it hoped Billy would rescue it. 
Haven’t the Protestant leaders 
of the city thought of these haz- 
ards? Or have they decided that 
a little publicity and organized 
evangelistic effort is such a 
great boon, that the price of 
presenting Christianity as a ser- 
ies of simple answers to com- 
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plex questions is a good bar- 
gain?”

Again It Is Modernist Versus 
Fundamentalist, Believer 
Versus Unbeliever 

Several points are worth noting 
briefly in this attack on Billy Gra- 
ham. x 

1, It is by Reinhold Niebuhr and 
John C, Bennett, two of the best- 
known and most outspoken mod- 
ernists in the world. Neither of 
them even pretends to believe that 
the Bible is the verbally inspired 
and reliable Word of God. Neither 
of them pretends to believe the 
historic Christian faith. They are 
not evangelicals, not fundamental 
in doctrine; and do not claim to be, 
as common people everywhere 
understand the terms, 

2. It is not surprising that there 
is a subtle sneer in the statement 
of these men. Billy Graham, they 
say, has “considerable dramatic 
and demagogic gifts.” He has “a 
rather obscurantist version of the 
Christian faith. His message is not 
completely irrelevant ....” But 
“it approaches irrelevance.” 

3. Notice, too, that the word, 
“conversions,” is put in quotation 
marks. Other people speak of con- 
versions so they have quoted, but 
they do not believe it. Also “Chris- 
tian message” is put in quotations, 
by which they mean that what 
Billy Graham calls the Christian 
message is not that to them. 

“Sins” about which Billy will 
preach they also put in quotations. 
They do not believe what Billy 
Graham preaches as sin is really 
sin. “Godless” is another term put 
in quotation. They do not believe 
that the nice moral people, in the 


churches but unconverted, whom 
Billy Graham will call “godless” 
are really that, 


4 Notice that these modernists 
say that there are some “who are 
sorely in need of a confrontation 
with the living God as revealed in 
Christ .... ” This is familiar 
terminology of modernists. They 
say Christ. is not God, was not 
born of a virgin, was not pre- 
existent. He is not the one foretold 
in the Old Testament. He did not 
pay for man’s sins on. the cross. 
But they say that the Spirit and 
that He, by His love, revealed 
God. But that is a far cry from 
what Billy Graham preaches. Bil- 
ly Graham preaches not just that 
man must be confronted with God 
as revealed in Christ, but that he 
must take Christ as his own Sav- 


Graham will not simply confront 
a few souls with God as revealed 
in Christ! Rather, Billy Graham 
will go all out to win people to 
trust in Christ in the New Testa- 
ment fashion for salvation, as 
commanded in the Great Commis- 
sion. 

And these modernists bitterly 
complain at the Bible-believing 
preachers who bring Billy Graham 
to Manhattan, and say Billy Gra- 
ham will give “simple answers to 
complex questions.’ Christ and re- 


generation by the blood are simple 
answers, They want more complex 
answers than that! 


We believe that the fight of the 
modernists against Billy Graham 
and his fundamental stand for the 
truth will clear the air everywhere, 
It is reassuring té know that even 
the most violent unbelievers re- 
cognize Billy Graham as an out- 
and-out Bible believer and Bible 
preacher of this historic Christian 
Gospel. And let all of us pray for 
him and rejoice in his blessed, 
Spirit-anointed ministry.

62, No. 1603) there is a valuable 
and scientifically illuminating arti- 
cle by Dr. W. H. Holmes, archae- 
ologist of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution. The title of the article is 
“THE ANTIQUITY PHANTOM 
IN AMERICAN ARCHAEOL- 
OGY.” I consider it one of the 
most scientific articles on archaeo- 
logical procedure to appear in 
twenty years. Dr. Holmes decries 
the highly colored tales of ama- 
teur scientists, and says they are 
soon forgotten, but “when geologi- 
cal chronology is appealed to by 
explorers, whose statements and 
conclusions find a place in scien- 
tific journals, the case becomes 
more serious and deserves more 
than a passing notice.” Then he 
refers to an article published in 
the American Journal of Science 
by F. B. Loomis, who thinks he 
has proved the Pleistocene ances- 
try of man! After a remarkable 
analysis of the insufficient evi- 
dence and an arraignment of the 
unwarranted conclusions drawn 
therefrom, Dr. Holmes lays out 
the geologists in these words:

ern science is evidenced in the 
frequent statements of unproved 
theories as proved fact. 

The church may be dogmatic on 
points of doctrine that have wea- 
thered the storms of critical in- 
quiry for centuries of time: but 
it is inexcusable when “scientists” 
dogmatize on unproven and un- 
provable theory, More than ever 
is this dangerous practice repre- 
hensible when this dogmatic error 
is Offered in place of faith and 
truth, and given in exchange for 
the one safeguard of life! The 
youth of the land are today asked 
to leave their anchorage on the 
Rock of Ages for a footing in the 
slime of “scientific” lies! 

Many, many times we _ hear 
theory stated in absolute and posi- 
tive terms of fiat fact. The animal 
ancestry of man: definite ages in 
terms of years for rock systems 
and strata: ages of fossil relics 
no man can date! These and many 
others are cases in point. 

The first, the dogmatic state- 
ment of man’s animal origin, has 
never been proved. Not only that, 
but recent scientific discoveries 
have made the theory scientifically 
untenable. The old argument of 
the dogmatic teacher: “all au- 


thorities agree:” is not acceptable 
as evidence any more. I looked 
up seven of those quoted “au- 
thorities” one time, and they all 


right, but all they agreed upon 
was that Haeckel had said a 
certain thing! 

The second, the ages of systems 
of rocks so ancient no man can 
know even remotely the time of 
their origin, passes the realm of 
the scientific for that of the ri- 
diculous. 


A guide in the Yellowstone Park 
was showing a party of geologists 
the famous obsidian cliffs there.

The professor 
replied, “The age of a stratum 
of rock is determined by the fossils 
it contains.” Ten days later the 
student asked, “How do you know 
the age of a fossil?” Forgetting 
the former question the professor 
said: “THE AGE OF A FOSSIL 
IS DETERMINED BY THE 
ROCK IN WHICH IT IS 
FOUND!”

Compare the two questions and 
answers and see the folly of scien- 
tific dogmatism.) 

It is generally conceded that the 
fossil records were all formed ages 
before the appearance of man. The 
truth of this concession is not 
the case in point here, I call at- 
tention to the scientist’s own be- 
lief to discredit his dogmatism. 
How can a man know the ages 
of fossils formed “millions of 
years” before there was a man? 
So when we read of rock and fossil 
records dated in exact terms of 
years, we face a simple case of 
pure dogmatic “‘guessiology.” 


III. “Modern” Science Is 
Frequently Mistaken 


The scientific critic of the 
church laughs at the funny mis- 
takes we have made in the past, 
but the most ridiculous errors 
possible have been and are being 
made by “modern” science. This 
however, never deters them from 
making the same gross claims in 
absolute finality of sureness; they 
never seem to learn. 


The mistakes of “science” are 
many and varied. Let me name 
a few. One old gentleman, some 
years ago, said the Bible was 
wrong and not infallible, because 
it said the children of Israel were 
to be as countless as the stars 
of the heavens. This he said was 
an error, as there were just one 
hundred and eighty-five thousand 
stars, and there were more Jews 
than that living in just his own 
city! Was he right? As to the 
number of Jews he may have 
been, as to the number of stars 
he was not. There are now known 
to be three hundred and sixty- 
five million solar systems; we 
know of one hundred and_ fifty 
thousand million “stars” and that 
does not take in the individuals 
of the spiral nebulae! 


The distance to the stellar bod- 
ies has been measured on the 
mechanics of the Newtonian theo- 
ry; but now they have measured 
again on the mechanics of the 
Einstein theory, for they have 
learned Newton was wrong. 


Some years ago in the East a 
Storm tore away the scarp of a 
hill and revealed the skeletons 
of some twenty-five adult male 
human beings. The find was ex- 
amined by a company of eminent 
scientists, who said it was a most 
important discovery, as they were 
all buried in Pleistocene forma- 
tion, and were undoubtedly a hun- 
dred and fifty thousand years old 
at the very least! The fame of 
this discovery was quickly spread, 
and an old man came down from 
the hills to see them. When he 
saw these ancient skeletons he be- 
gan to laugh, and pressed for a 
reason for his mirth, said, “My 
folks were among the first set- 
tlers in this region, and my father 
pioneered this section. The few 
Whites had great difficulties with 
the maurauding bands of bad In- 
dians who stole their stock and 
did worse, and one day the white 
folks ambushed these Indians, 
killed twenty-five or thirty, and 
buried them there, That was a- 
bout seventy years ago!” 


I have in my possession a petri- 
fied human skull I excavated in 
the swamps of southeastern Mis- 
sourl, where the Ozark Mountains 
begin to rise. This was a wonder- 
ful find; and many geologists 
looked at it with interest. I still 
have it in my extensive collection, 
and intend to keep it. When I 
first showed it to my geological 
friends I asked how old it was, 
and they unhesitatingly agreed it 
was at least twenty-five thousand 
years old, This on the basis of the 
number of years it would take to 
petrify. The truth of this matter 
is, THIS SKULL CANNOT BE 
OLDER THAN TWO HUNDRED 
AND FIFTY YEARS, AS I 
FOUND BURIED WITH IT

years ago! Some poor misguided 
Indian traded all his furs and 
treasures for these iron nails, and 
they buried these, his richest trea- 
sure, with him.

IV. “Modern” Science Is

is ripe, all we can then do is 
reap. I recognize the serious na- 
ture of the awful words I have 
penned here, but I repeat, solemn- 
ly, thoughtfully, “modern” science 
is anti-Christian. Let me submit 
a proof or two. I shall ask these 
men to speak for themselves.

“The self-creation of the pro- 
geny of the ape, by the sole 
operation of his inherent quali-

Why 
not? The average school teacher 
is today teaching just what he or 
she learned while in_ college; 
and if the college students of a 
few years ago were taught infideli- 
ty, that is what they are passing 
on.

I tell you, that is an 
awful price to pay for sin, isn’t it? 
If you could go to some of the 
health resorts and see them come. 
I have lived near Hot Springs, 
Arkansas, all my life and that is 
one of the great health resorts 
of the world. One of the most pit- 
ful things you ever saw in your 
life is to go there and see the 
wrecks of sin as they come in 
there for treatment. 

But sin not only destroys human 
bodies; it destroys human minds. 
In the last generation the state of 
Arkansas has had to enlarge its 
insane asylum more than fourfold 
in one generation! I was talking 
one day to the superintendent of 
that institution and I said to him, 
“What brings these people here? 
What causes this trouble?” He 
said, “Preacher, ninety-five per- 
cent of it is sin.” He said, “It is 
caused by their own sins or by the 
sins of those who went before 
them.” The wages of sin is death. 

Sin destroys homes, Go to the 
divorce courts of America and see 
them grinding out their awful toll 
of human wreckage. I care not 
what the cause that brings on a 
divorce, nor who is to blame nor 
who is not—it can not happen 
without hurting everybody who is 
concerned in it. 

One of the finest women that 
I had in my church when I was a 
pastor in Texas had her home brok- 
en by sin when her little boy was 
just a baby. She took that child 
and, facing life with a broken 
heart, tried to bring him up for 
the Lord. One of the last things 
she told me after her boy was 
grown and married was, “Brother 
Hankins, as hard as I have fought, 
I just could not do it by myself. 
And the boy’s life is a wreck.” 
She said, “I tell you, nobody can 
go through the divorce mill and 
ever be the same again.” 

J. Edgar Hoover, head of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
made a speech some time ago, in 
which he said that seventy-five 
per cent of the youthful criminals 
are from broken 
homes, Sin destroys. 


Sin destroys happiness. Two 
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young people fall in love with 
each other. It is the most beautiful 
thing in the world. The young man 
leads her to the marriage altar. 
That is the most sacred thing in 
human life. It is also one of the 
most beautiful scenes in all human 
life when love has brought two 
young lives together, and they are 
joined in the holy bonds of sacred 
wedlock; when with all the dreams 
of youth and the enthusiasm of 
that love, they face life together 
and go out to make a new home.

He was looking across the 
street at a little cottage as he 
walked back and forth. I passed 
him by. Down at the corner, I met 
his beautiful little four-year-old 
girl. She came up to me and said, 
“Mommy doesn’t love Daddy any 
more.” She said, “Mommy has 
gone off with another man.” Five 
years before, this young man and 
this young woman, two of the fin- 
est young people in town, had 
married, A year later this splendid 
little girl came and they were ra- 
diantly happy. When this little girl 
was born, the young man’s father 
gave them this little bungalow for 
their home, and for nearly four 
years that little home was a bit of 
Heaven with that ray of sunshine 
that came in to bless it. But one 
day the mother tampered with sin. 
Soon she had ventured out into it: 
and in a year’s time the man was 
walking up and down the side- 
walk, twirling that door key in his 
finger and a little golden-haired 
girl was saying, “Mommy doesn’t 
love Daddy any more.” 

Oh, why do people tamper with 
sin! Why can’t people learn that 
Sin does not pay! 


2. Sin Makes a Man an Enemy of 


God 


Not only is sin destructive but 
Sin makes a man an enemy of God. 
It is rebellion against God. It is 
defiance of God, Man was made 
for God’s glory. And if man would 
just turn himself over to God, God 
would make life wonderful and 
glorious and sweet and happy and 
rich.

But not only will he not do 
that, but one of the saddest things 
about it is that in many cases, he 
is simply tearing down all the 
time the thing she is fighting for, 
and his influence on Wher 
children is leading them the 
other way. I tell you, a man who 
will do that is the worst enemy 
that a woman ever had. No one in 
the world can ever do anything to 
her that will break her heart like 
that. And yet she loves him better 
than life itself. How can a man do 
it? You know, I have seen only 
two cases in my life where a man 
stood for God and his wife did not 
stand with him. Just two cases. 
What does that mean? That simp- 
ly means that she is fairer than he 
is. It means that when he stands 
in there for God, more than nine- 
ty-nine times out of one hundred 
she will stand with him. Many a 
man has failed a wife and broken 
her heart, and sent that wife to 
an untimely grave because he fail- 
ed her here.

He held 
one of his father’s hands while 1 
held the other as the old man died. 
When the old man breathed his 
last this young man stood up by 


the side of that bed as his great - 


strong body shook with sobs. He 
fell right across his dead father’s 
body and began to cry out, “Oh, 
papa, why did you do it? Why did 
you do it?” I walked around on 
the other side of the bed and put 
my arms around him and I said, 
“Old fellow, don’t take it like that. 
The time comes when all of us 
must give up our parents.” He 
looked up at me and said, “You 
don’t know and you never will 
know for your mother and father 
are both Christians.” He said, “I 
gave up mother seven years ago, 
but when mother died, it wasn’t 
like this. Mama was a Christian. 
Mama has gone to Heaven, But, 
Brother Hankins, I will never see 
Papa again. He has gone to Hell.” 
And then again he fell across that 
body and said, “ O Papa, why did 
you do it?” 

In contrast to that, in a few 
days after that I had the funeral 
of another man in that town. His 
wife and thirteen-year-old girl 
came by to look in the casket in 
the altar of that church. The girl 
leaned over the casket, took the 
dead man’s face in her two hands 
and kissed it and wet it with tears 
and finally she patted his cheeks 
and said, “Good-by, Daddy.” And 
then she looked up at her mother 
and said, ‘“‘No, no, it isn’t good-by, 
Daddy, it is just good-night, Daddy, 
we will see you in the morning.” 
Then she looked up at me and 
said, “Brother Hankins, we don’t 
have to tell him good-by because 
he is a Christian and we will see 
him again.” 

Yes, there is a morning coming. 
When you think of that reunion 
over yonder on the other side, it 
takes the sting out of death, but 
when you have to say good-by and 
know that it is good-by forever;

at a nearby town, came home to 
spend the summer with her par- 
ents.

One morning three months later 
the father awoke and mother was 
not in bed. He said, “Mother is 
up mighty early this morning for 
some reason.” He called, wonder- 
ing if she were sick. She did not 
answer. He got up and began to 
search about the house and call 
more loudly, but there was no an- 
swer. After awhile he noticed a 
little note on the dresser. He 
walked over, picKed it up and read 
it: “Daddy, I just simply could not 
stand it any longer. You will find 
my body in the cistern.” He went 
out in the yard, looked down into 
the cistern and there was her 
body. 

Oh, my friend, that is what sin 
does. And when payday comes— 
and it is coming—you cannot suf- 
fer alone; ‘for no man lives to 
himself and no man dies to him- 
self.’ O the suffering and the 
heartache and the heartbreak in 
this old world! Sin has shed rivers 
of blood and oceans of tears. Sin is 
the most dangerous thing a person 
ever tampered with on this earth. 
You had better play with a dia- 
mond back rattlesnake than to 
tamper with sin. 

Then the climax of sin, when it 
is finished, is death, It separates 
from God forever, and it damns a 
soul in Hell through an awful 
eternity. 


II. What the Blood Does 


But over against that black pic- 
ture of sin, there is the blood of 
Jesus Christ. “The blood of Jesus 
Christ his Son cleanseth us from 
all sin.” Take all the sin of the 
world, and imagine it, if you will, 
all collected in one great heap. 
Pile it up and up and.up until it 
is like a mighty mountain peak 
that rears its head up into the sky, 
yea, to the very throne of God, and 
paint it with the midnight black- 
ness of Hell—I will give you one 
sentence that will take it all a- 
way: “The blood of Jesus Christ 
his Son cleanseth us from all sin.” 
Praise God, 

There is a fountain filled with 
blood, 


Drawn from Immanuel’s veins; 


And sinners, plunged beneath that 
flood, 
Lose all their guilty stains. 


Hear the Word of God: ““Though 


your sins-be as scarlet, they shall 


be as white as snow; though they 
be red like crimson, they shall be 
as wool” (Isa. 1:18), Isn’t God’s 
grace marvelous? Isn’t the blood 
of Christ the greatest gift that was 
ever given to sin-cursed, wrecked, 
bruised and bleeding humanity? 


1. The Blood Redeems 


The word redeemed has a three- 
fold meaning. The first is to go in- 
to the market and purchase some- 
thing. 

It is a commercial term, used 
particularly of the pawnshop. You 
go into a pawnshop and leave an 
article there—pawn it—and go 
back with the price later and lay 
the price down and you redeem it. 
One day I was in the Devil’s pawn- 
shop and so were you, for we were 
sold under sin, every one of us. 


But, thank God, Jesus Christ en-| 


tered the Devil’s pawnshop and 
laid down the price of His precious 
blood and purchased me, redeemed 
me. So the word redemption has 
another meaning, not only to pur- 
chase but to purchase out of. 
When Jesus Christ went into the 
Devil’s pawnshop and laid down 
the price of my redemption, He 


not only purchased me from the) 


Devil but purchased me out of the 
pawnshop. Thank God, He takes 
us out and sets us free. 

The third meaning is to loose. 
And that means, my friend, that 
we are never to go back into the 


pawnshop again: Praise God that, 


when it is done, the work is done 
forever. I am redeemed forever by 
the precious blood of Jesus! Not 
by silver and gold, for it is some- 
thing which silver and gold could 
not do; but thank God, His blood 
can and does redeem forever. 


There is a ceremony in the old 
Jewish ceremonial law that so 
beautifully pictures what the sac- 
rifice of Christ does. On the day of 
atonement the high priest brought 
two goats—two live goats—and 
laid his hands upon their heads, and 
there confessed the sins of the 
people, symbolically laying all the 
sin of the congregation on the 


heads of the two goats. Then he! 
took one of them and severed | 
need it. It is enough. Do not try to 


the veins in his throat, letting out 
the lifeblood, which he caught in 
a basin and took that hot blood 
into the holy of holies and sprin- 
kled it on the mercy seat as an a- 
tonement for their sins. Thank 
God, one day Christ shed His 
blood on the old rugged cross. 
Can’t you see it streaming down 
from the _ thorn-crowned brow, 


from His hands, His feet and His) 


side and from His lacerated back | 
until the whole cross is dyed with | 


it? That is the price of our re- | 


demption. God is propitiated; man 
is reconciled, The remedy for sin | 


has been provided; Jesus’ blood is | 


the all-sufficient remedy. 


Then the high priest took the | 


other goat. and gave him to a 
trusted servant, who took that live 
goat and carried him to the back 
side of the desert and turned him 
loose, and left him there to wan- 
der about until he perished, bear- 
ing away the sins of the people, 
never to come back again, never 
to be seen again by the eyes of 
man. Oh, that is what John the 
Baptist meant when He said, “Be- 
hold the Lamb of God, which tak- 
eth |beareth! away the sin of the 
world.” He not only bore my sins 
in His body on the cross; but 
thank God, like the scapegoat, He 
took them away, out yonder where 
they will never come back and 
where no eye shall ever see them 
again, Thank God, they are gone 
forever. 

The old Negro was right when 
somebody said, 


can’t do.” Everybody was aston- 
ished and the questioner said, “You 
know there is nothing that God 
cannot do.” The old Negro -said, 
“Yes there is. There is one thing 
God can’t do. God can’t see my sins 
no more when they is under the 
blood.” Oh, God says, ‘I will put 
your sins behind my back and I 
will remember them against you 
no more forever.’ (See Isa. 38:17, 
Heb. 10:17.) “The blood of Jesus 
Christ his Son cleanseth us from 
all sin,” 


2. We Can Overcome the Devil 
by the Blood 


And then, we overcome the Devil 
by the blood. Listen to what we 
read in Revelation 12:11, “And 
they overcame him by the blood of 
the Lamb.” 


There is another picture symbol 
in the Old Testament account of 
the night of the passover, which 
represents this same truth of over- 
coming by the blood. You see the 
blood not only on the lintels above 
the doors, but there is blood also 
on the two side posts of the doors. 
The blood on the lintels above is 
the blood that stands between Is- 
rael and God, between them and 
the wrath of God against whom 
they have sinned. But, thank God, 
there is not only blood on the lin- 
tels of the doors, but there is blood 
on the side posts, that is between 
them and the world, the flesh and 
the Devil. Thank God for the pre- 
cious blood of Jesus Christ. 


Isn’t it great to be saved? 


Not only do we overcome the 
Devil here by the blood of Christ, 
but John saw him completely over- 
come and driven into Hell by the

cross. Hear it! “And I saw an an- 
gel come down from heaven, hav- 
ing the key of the bottomless pit 
and a great chain in his hand. And 
he laid hold on the dragon, that 
old serpent, which is the Devil, and 
Satan, and bound him a thousand 
years, And cast him into the bot- 
tomless pit...” The Devil, that 
old deceiver, is cast into that pit, 
and the angel turns the key, Do 
you know what I think that key 
is? I think it is the cross. For 
the day when Jesus died on the 
cross was the beginning of the end 
for the Devil. God had promised in 
the Garden of Eden that the seed 
of the woman would bruisé the 


Serpent's head, and that bruise to 


the head means death, The Devil’s 
death warrant was signed and 
sealed that day when Jesus looked 
up into the Father’s face and said, 


“It is finished.” One day we found 
our way to the cross. We were 
washed in His blood and redeemed 


out of the Devil’s pawnshop; and 


by that blood we will overcome 


him, thank God, and will be more 
than conquerors, 

The blood, the blood, the pre- 
cious blood that cleanses from all 


‘sin! How do you receive it? Just 
one word is enough. Accept by 


faith His finished work. Do not try 
to add anything to it. It does not 


add any of your works to it. It 
does not need them. Do not try to 
add ordinances to it. Do not try to 
add church membership to it. Do 
not put a priest between you and 
it. For the veil of the temple has 
been rent in twain from top to 
bottom, and everything that stands 


| between the soul and God has been
